It  was  as  a  student  -teacher  that  I  first  came  to  Ashbury  in  1979. 
Guided  by  Ray  Anderson,  the  remarkably  fit  and  loyal  Ashbury 
pillar,  I  experienced  Ashbury's  unique  place  in  Ottawa  and  the 
independent  teaching  world.  I  knew  then  that  it  was  a  place  that  I 
wanted  to  teach,  but  the  opportunity  would  not  come  until  the 
Macoun  era  three  years  later. 

The  school  has  always  been  a  caring  place.  During  first  years  I 
sensed  the  school  was  inhabited  by  some  truly  eccentric  and  odd 
characters,  who  provided  much  of  the  fodder  for  alumni  stories 
reminiscing  on  their  school  with  'A  Character  of  its  Own'.  Sadly, 
but  ultimately  for  the  better,  these  dubious  and  colourful 
characters  have  been  replaced  by  the  professional  teacher,  no  less 
caring,  but  decidedly  better  equipped  and  able  to  support  the 
needs  of  diversity  of  students  who  come  our  way. 
Not  only  have  I  been  very  grateful  for  the  chance  to  be  part  of 
Ashbury  spanning  33  years,  I  had  the  most  wonderful  opportunity 
to  work  at  5  schools  overseas  during  leaves  of  absence.  Each 
school  had  a  character  of  its  own  in  its  unique  way  and  brought  to 
my  family  and  me  and  appreciation  of  the  gifts  Ashbury  has  to 
offer,  and  what  the  school  could  be  as  well. 
As  I  move  on  to  new  opportunities,  I  wish  to  thank  Heads 
Macoun,  Napier  and  Matthews,  who  supported  my  professional 
career  in  so  many  ways,  the  school  for  providing  my  children  the 
opportunity  to  graduate  as  Ashburians,  my  colleagues  for  making 
every  day  a  pleasure,  working  together  in  students'  best  interest. 
Finally,  thanks  to  the  students  whose  energy,  talent,  idealism,  and 
commitment  have  made  every  day  unique,  inspiring,  and  hopeful 
for  the  future. 

The  Ashbury  Legacy  (Learning  from  Failure) 

I  In  the  movie  Batman  Begins  (2005),  my  favourite  scene  involves  the  follov/ing 
[exchange  between  Bruce  Wayne  (a.k.a.  Batman)  and  Alfred  Pennyworth  as 
I  Wa3me  Manor  is  burning  down: 

"Bruce  Wayne:  What  have  I  done,  Alfred?  Everything  my  family...  my  father 
built... 

[Alfred  Pennyworth:  The  Wayne  legacy  is  more  than  bricks  and  mortar,  sir. 
Bruce  Wayne;  I  wanted  to  save  Gotham,  I  failed 
Alfred  Pennyworth:  Why  do  we  fall  sir?  So  we  might  learn  to  pick  ourselves  up 
Bruce  Wayne:  You  still  haven't  given  up  on  me? 
Alfred  Pennyworth:  Never  ". 

During  our  annual  School  Closing  ceremonies,  as  I  read  the  names  of  our  graduates  and  the  names  of  the  competiti\'e  post-secondary 
institutions  who  have  offered  them  a  place  in  their  community,  I  think  about  all  the  obstacles  and  the  stiuggles  that  these  students  ha\'e 
surmoiinted  to  get  to  this  day:  the  detentions  served,  the  multiple  deadlines  managed  during  "crunch  times"  each  term,  the  classes 
missed  that  needed  to  be  caught  up  and  my  personal  favourite,  the  moment  they  realize  that  asking  for  extia  help  from  their  teachers 
does  work.  In  my  opinion,  the  Ashbury  legacy  is  the  sum  of  all  of  your  Ashbury  experiences  -  good  or  bad  -  that  wiU  remain  with  vou 
wherever  you  go  once  you  have  left  the  school.  I  believe  that  the  most  important  lessons  learned  are  the  ones  where  you  learned  from 
failure.  In  a  recent  Harvard  Business  Review  article  ,  Professor  Amy  Edmondson  reinforces  this  concept  by  stating  that  the  predominant 
mindset  of  today's  successful  business  leaders  is  one  that  "...recognizes  the  inevitability  of  failure  in  today's  complex  work  organizations. 
Those  that  catch,  correct,  and  learn  from  failure  before  others  do  will  succeed.  Those  that  wallow  in  the  blame  game  will  not."  (Am)- 
Edmondson,  "Stiategies  for  Learning  from  Failure".  Harvard  Business  Review,  April  2011  (Vol.  89,  #4,  p.  48-55)    Congratulations  on  a 
[successful  2011-2012  year  and  keep  learning  from  your  failures!
